This  compilation  is  intended  to  preserve,  in  a compact  and  convenient 
form,  the  best  of  those  Practical  Hints  and  Formulas  which  appeared  during 
the  year  1883,  that  might  be  considered  of  permanent  value,  for  reference. 
A prominent  and  novel  feature  is  the  special  Contributions  from  well-known 
practical  pharmacists.  The  interleaved  sheets  afford  ample  provision  for 
pasting  or  writing  in  new  items,  and  indexing  them  for  easy  reference,  so  as 
to  combine  a Printed  Formulary  and  Private  Receipt  Book. 

Ho  classification  has  been  attempted,  except  in  the  index,  which  will  be 
found  very  full  and  complete.  In  all  the  formulas  solids  are  weighed  with 
troy  weights,  and  liquids  measured  in  the  usual  way,  except  in  one  or  two 
instances  where  other  forms  are  specially  mentioned;  the  idea  being  to  have 
them  all  as  easy  and  simple  as  possible. 

Full  credit,  both  to  the  author  and  journal,  has  been  given  to  nearly 
all  the  selections,  although  in  some  instances  it  has  been  difficult  to  decide 
where  an  article  originally  came  from.  Nearly  all  of  the  contributions 
bear  the  name  of  their  author.  In  some  of  them,  however,  the  author’s 
name  has  been  omitted  by  request.  A few  selections  are  of  unknown  origin. 
Formulas  at  the  best  are  hardly  more  than  models,  as  practical  workers 
are  constantly  making  variations  and  improvements,  hence  the  convenience 
of  blank  pages  for  notes,  etc. 

As  the  selections  have  all  been  specially  condensed  and  prepared  for 
this  work,  the  whole  book  is  copyrighted.  Editors  who  desire  to,  can 
copy  such  items  as  they  wish,  provided  they  give  proper  credit  to  the  author 
and  book,  and  send  a copy  of  their  journal,  with  the  quotation  marked,  to 
the  Publishers.

Golden  Tincture. 

This  is  usually  a mixture  of  equal  parts 
of  dilute  alcohol  or  brandy  and  Hoff- 
mann’s anodyne  or  sulphuric  ether, 
colored  with  turmeric  tincture. 


Fly  Bricks. 

These  may  be  made  by  mixing  2 parts 
of  arsenious  acid  in  fine  powder.  10  parts 
of  wheat  flour,  20  parts  New  Orleans  mo- 
lasses, and  70  parts  powdered  licorice  or 
fine  sawdust  into  a dough,  and  then  roll- 
ing out  and  cutting  in  the  desired  shape. 


To  Remove  Red  Ants. 

Powdered  cloves  scattered  over  the 
shelves,  etc.,  is  extolled  as  effectual  in 
driving  away  red  ants. 

Potassium  Iodide  in  Headache. 

A dull,  heavy  headache,  situated  over 
the  brows  and  accompanied  by  languor, 
chilliness,  and  a feeling  of  general  dis- 
comfort, with  distaste  for  food,  which 
sometimes  approaches  to  nausea,  is  said 
to  be  completely  removed  in  about  ten 
minutes  by  a two-grain  dose  of  iodide  of 
potassium  dissolved  in  half  a wineglass- 
ful of  water;  this  being  sipped  so  that  the 
whole  quantity  may  be  consumed  in 
about  ten  minutes.

These  are  said  to  be  easily  removed  with 
oxalic  acid  and  water. 

Pimples. 

A one-per-cent  alcoholic  solution  of 
bromide  of  arsenic  is  recommended  by 
Dr.  Piffard  as  a cure  for  pimples.  One 
to  two  minims  are  to  be  taken  in  a wine- 
glassful  of  water  on  an  empty  stomach, 
the  dose  to  be  diminished  as  the  pimples 
disappear.

In  2 ozs.  distilled  water.

Toothache  Without  a Cavity. 

This  may  be  caused  by  a cold,  tartar , 
certain  medicines,  and  affections  of  the 
general  system.  Sometimes  all  the  teeth 
ache  at  once,  from  a severe  cold.  The 
treatment  that  usually  gives  instant  re- 
lief is  to  elevate  the  lip  and  dry  the  gum 
over  the  aching  part  with  a napkin,  and 
apply  with  a camel-hair  brush  a mixture 
of  equal  parts  of  tinctures  of  aconite  root 
and  iodine.  Permit  it  to  evaporate  for 
a moment  or  two,  and  usually  the  cure  is 
complete.

It  is 
useful  whenever  a saline  cholagogue  is 
indicated,  as  in  acute  articular  rheuma- 
tism occurring  in  plethoric  subjects.

It  is  well  known  that  shellac  is  soluble 
in  a solution  of  borax;  this  is  often  util- 
ized for  various  pui  poses,  both  as  var- 
nish and  cement.  The  following  are  the 
proportions  employed  : Borax,  2 ozs. ; 

coarsely  I pulverized  shellac,  0 ozs.;  and 
water,  2b  pts.  Dissolve  by  aid  of  a steam 
bath  for  a few  hours.  When  cold,  filter. 
To  make  it  more  pliable  add  a few  drops 
of  glycerin.  To  give  it  various  colors  use, 
for  black,  solublenigrosine;forred,  eosine 
or  fuchsine;  for  blue,  either  methyline, 
alkali  or  marine  blue;  for  green,  mala- 
chite or  brilliant  green;  and  for  violet, 
methyl  violet.  Borax  varnish  can  be 
employed  for  dry-plate  photographic 
negatives,  as  it  may  be  flowed  on  while 
wet.

Liquid  Rouge. 

The  following  process  gives  a rouge 
that  only  colors  the  epidermis,  is  not  at 
all  injurious,  and  does  not  stop  the 
pores.  It  colors  the  skin  so  well  that  it 
does  not  fade,  while  it  is  easily  washed 
off  with  soap  and  warm  water.  Two 
pints  of  distilled  water  are  heated,  and  30 
grs.  of  eosine  dissolved  in  it.

Effervescing  Mixtures. 

Reactions  between  acids  and  carbo- 
nates at  the  prescription-counter,  in 
which  water  plays  an  intermediate  part, 
may  be  facilitated  by  using  but  a lim- 
ited amount  of  water  until  the  reaction 
has  ceased,  then  diluting  to  the  required 
amount. 

By  so  doing,  the  whole  of  the  water  is 
not  saturated  with  carbonic  oxide,  and 
there  is  not  the  usual  ejectment  of  the 
cork  that  follows  when  the  mixture  has 
acquired  the  normal  temperature.

There  is  one 
variety  of  petrolatum,  known  as  terra- 
line, which  has  this  property,  and  it  is 
privately  stated  that  the  secret  is  due  to 
the  “combination  of  a molecule  of  water 
with  it.”  The  same  results  may  be  ac- 
complished by  adding  to  any  jietrolatum 
about  15  drops  of  water  to  the  ounce. 
Then  glycerin,  to  quite  a large  extent, 
may  be  incorporated.  This  may  prove  a 
useful  fact  where  the  now  finel3r-pow- 
dered  boric  acid  is  not  at  hand,  and  it  is 
desired  to  incorporate  it  with  petrola- 
tum.

The  clean-peeled  potato  is  macerated 
in  a solution  of  sulphuric  acid.  The  re- 
sult is  dried  between  sheets  of  blotting- 
paper,  and  then  pressed.  Of  this,  all 
manner  of  small  articles  are  made,  from 
combs  to  collars,  and  even  billiard  balls, 
for  which  the  hai’d,  brilliantly-white 
material  is  well  fitted.  N.  Y.  Sun. 

Baking-Powder. 

Take  15  lbs.  of  tartaric  acid,  in  powder, 
and  dry  it  thoroughly.  Also  take  16  lbs. 
of  bicarbonate  of  soda  and  16  lbs.  of 
starch  or  farina,  and  dry  each  separately. 
Then  mix  the  powders  thoroughly,  and 
preserve  the  mixture  in  small  tin  cans, 
well  covered,  so  as  to  exclude  moist  air. 
The  addition  of  about  2 or  3 lbs.  of  pow- 
dered carbonate  of  ammonium  is  also 
recommended.  The  latter  salt  is  used 
more  exclusively  by  confectioners,  as  it 
is  not  so  likely  to  impart  a yellowish 
tinge  to  the  product.  New  Remedies. 

To  Clean  Marble  and  Silver.

They  are  then  placed  in  a one  per 
cent  solution  of  permanganate  of  potash, 
in  which  they  turn  brown,  and  if  left  in 
too  long  are  apt  to  become  rotten.  They 
are  next  well  rinsed  in  water,  pressed 
and  transferred  to  a solution  of  one-half 
pound  of  hyposulphite  of  sodium  in  one 
gallon  of  water,  to  which  an  ounce  of 
oxalic  acid  has  been  added.  After  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  the  sponges  are  taken 
out,  thoroughly  washed,  and  will  be 
found  to  have  a very  showy  appearance.

Dr.  Oliva,  in  the  Correspondent  Medi- 
cal, summarizes  119  cases  treated  by  this 
remedy,  and  concludes  that  it  will  cure 
intermittent  malarial  fever,  whether 
quotidian  or  tertiary.  The  dose  is  thirty 
grains  for  adults,  fifteen  for  children. 
It  is  not  so  immediate  in  its  action  as 
quinine,  but  more  permanent,  and  it  is 
tasteless.  The  cobwebs  are  selected  with 
care,  cleansed,  and  exposed  to  the  sun, 
after  which  they  are  powdered.

Luminous  Paint. 

The  following  method,  it  is  said,  gives 
a good  luminous  paint:  Take  oyster  shells 
cleaned  from  organic  matter  as  thor- 
oughly as  possible,  and  burn  them  in  a 
strong  coal  fire  for  about  half  an  hour, 
take  them  out  and  allow  them  to  cool. 
Reduce  to  a fine  powder,  removing  any 
particles  of  gray  matter,  as  they  are  use- 
less. Make  an  intimate  mixture  of  this 
powder  with  flowers  of  sulphur.  Intro- 
duce into  a crucible,  luting  on  a lid. 
When  this  has  dried,  place  the  crucible 
in  the  fire  and  allow  it  to  remain  for  an 
hour;  then  remove,  and  allow  to  cool 
before  opening.  The  mixture  should 
then  appear  pure  white.  Any  gray  par- 
ticles that  escaped  removal  should  be 
taken  out  now.  The  resulting  powder  is 
to  be  mixed  with  gum  water  to  a thin 
paint,  as  two  thin  applications  are  better 
than  one  thick  one. 
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To  Drill  Holes  in  Glass. 

By  taking  a good  steel  drill  and  wetting 
with  a saturated  solution  of  camphor  in 
oil  of  turpentine,  holes  may  be  rapidly 
and  easily  drilled  through  the  thickest 
plate  glass. 


IIou  Much  Paint  to  Sell. 

Painters  estimate  that  about  one  pound 
of  paint  per  square  yard  is  required  for 
tilling  new  work,  and  nearly  half  a pound 
for  the  second  coat.  The  proportion  is 
about  half  white  lead  and  half  oil  of  tur- 
pentine for  the  tilling  coat.

A German  chemist  named  Puscher 
reports  that  he  met  with  great  success 
in  using  glycerin  together  with  glue. 
While  generally,  after  the  drying  of  the 
glue,  the  thing  to  which  it  is  applied  is 
liable  to  break,  tear,  or  spring  off,  if  a 
quantity  of  glycerin  equal  to  a quarter 
of  the  quantity  of  glue  be  mixed  with  it 
that  defect  will  entirely  disappear.

To  Destroy  Ants. 

A very  original  method  of  destroying 
ants  has  been  devised  by  M.  Capenema. 
Into  the  ants’  abode  is  poured  bisulphide 
of  carbon  saturated  with  sulphur.  A de- 
tonating mixture  is  thus  generated  with 
the  air.  This,  when  fired  with  a match, 
causes  a violent  explosion,  and  the  ants 
are  killed  either  by  the  shock  or  b}7  the 
sulphurous  gas  arising  from  the  combus- 
tion. This  should  be  made  and  used 
with  great  caution. 


Copper  Olcalc  in  Freckles. 

The  careful  application  of  a small  piece 
of  oleate  of  copper  ointment  when  retir- 
ing will  usually  remove  freckles.  The 
oleate  of  copper  ointment  should  be  pre- 
pared by  dissolving  1 dr.  of  the  oleate  of 
copper  in  sufficient  oleo-palmitic  acid  to 
make  a soft  ointment.

The  best  excipient  is  glucose,  par- 
ticularly for  quinine. 

Avoid  using  gum  arabic,  but  gum  tra- 
gacanth  can  sometimes  be  used  with  ad- 
vantage. 

The  best  pill  “finisher  and  rounder” 
is  of  brass,  about  3 inches  in  diameter, 
and  regulated  by  means  of  a screw  to  fit 
anv  pill  or  granule. 

For  stock  purposes,  pills  must  not  be 
coated  the  day  made;  all  need  to  stand 
one  day,  and  some  need  a week  before 
they  are  ready  to  coat  properly. 

Glycerin  should  never  be  used  in  mak- 
ing a solution  of  gelatin  for  coating  pills. 

The  temperature  of  gelatin  solution, 
when  coating,  is  a very  important  point, 
viz.,  not  less  than  150°  or  more  than 
180°  F. 

Gelatin-coated  pills  without  holes  and 
points  can  easily  be  made  by  careful 
dipping,  and  removing  the  pills  from  the 
needles  at  the  proper  time.

Quick  Solutions. 

To  quickly  dissolve  sulphate  sodium 
and  salts  of  like  free  solubility,  place  the 
crystals  in  a flask,  cover  with  water,  or 
the  aqueous  fluid  prescribed,  heat  until 
a supersaturated  solution  is  effected,  and 
quickly  add  the  remainder  of  the  fluid, 
to  prevent  recrystallization. 

This  is  particularly  rapid  for  prescrip- 
tion-case work,  as  it  avoids  the  slipping- 
around  of  the  crystals  under  the  pestle.

Administcring  Seidlitz  Powders. 

The  ordinary  method  is  radically 
wrong,  as  the  reaction  is  so  violent  that 
one-half  of  the  mixture  has  to  be  mopped 
up  from  the  floor,  while  the  remainder 
does  its  level  best  to  choke  the  confiding 
patient.  The  rational  manner  is  to  dis- 
solve the  soda  powder  in  half  to  two- 
thirds  of  a tumbler  full  of  water,  and 
then  to  stir  in  the  acid  powder  gradually, 
allowing  the  reaction  to  proceed  slowly, 
and  after  adding  the  last  consignment 
let  the  customer  drink  it  leisurely.  La- 
bels should  be  changed  accordingly,  sub- 
stituting large  and  small  for  white  and 
blue  powder.

Mercurial  Soap. 

Recommended  by  Vomacka  as  more 
permanent,  and  as  a substitute  for  mer- 
curial ointment:  Take  of  one  part  of 
soft  and  perfectly  neutral  potash  soap, 
mix  it  with  a little  glycerin  in  a glass 
mortar;  one  part  of  mercury  is  gradu- 
ally added  with  constant  trituration. 
When  no  globules  of  mercury  are 
any  longer  visible,  add  two  parts  more  of 
potash  soap.  It  may  be  scented  with 
lavender  or  other  essential  oils. 
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Tasteless  Tannatc  of  t^iiiiiiue. 

1.  Dissolve  four  (4)  parts  of  tannic  acid 
in  thirty-two  (32)  parts  of  water,  neutra- 
lize the  solution  accurately  with  ammo- 
nia water,  using  litmus  paper  as  indica- 
cator,  and  strain. 

2.  Place  one  (1)  part  of  sulphate  of 
quinine  in  a capacious  flask,  pour  on  it 
sixty-four  (G4)  parts  of  boiling  water  and, 
when  solution  is  effected,  add  thirty-two 
(32)  parts  of  cold  water. 

3.  Add  the  solution  of  tannic  acid 
rapidly  and  with  constant  agitation,  to 
the  solution  of  sulphate  of  quinine.  Al- 
low the  mixture  to  cool,  collect  the  pre- 
cipitated tannate  of  quinine  on  a muslin 
strainer,  and  wash  with  cold  water  until 
the  washings  pass  tasteless.  Then  allow 
it  to  drain  completely  and  suspend  the 
strainer  and  contents  in  a moderately 
warm  current  of  air  until  completely 
dry. 

Yield:  Three  parts  of  tannate  of  qui- 
nine, in  the  form  of  a bulky  yellowish- 
white  powder  and  perfe:tly  tasteless.

A new  composition  for  sealing  bottles, 
and  for  moulding  various  ornaments,  is 
made  by  soaking  gelatin  in  water  for  a 
short  time  and  then  dissolving  it  in  glyce- 
rin, the  former  being  in  excess  ; to  half 
the  amount  of  glycerin  thus  used,  some 
tannic  acid  is  added,  and  solution  aided 
by  the  heat  of  a water-bath  ; these  solu- 
tions are  then  mixed,  when  the  com- 
pound is  ready  for  use.  Any  desired 
coloring  matter  may  be  added,  and  if  re- 
quired for  the  fabrication  of  any  small 
article,  sulphate  of  barium.

Insoluble  Cement  for  Glass. 

A small  quantity  of  moderately  strong 
glue  or  gelatin  solution  is  mixed,  in  a 
dark  place,  with  a small  amount  of  con- 
centrated solution  of  bichromate  of 
potassium.  (This  mixture  should  always 
be  made  fresh.)  The  edges  of  the  frac- 
ture, which  have  been  thoroughly 
cleaned,  are  then  coated  with  a thin 
layer  of  the  mixture,  strongly  pressed 
together,  and  kept  close  by  twine,  or 
some  other  manner.  The  glass  is  then 
exposed  to  sunlight  for  some  hours. 
This  is  said  to  to  cause  the  cement  to  be- 
come insoluble  even  in  hot  water. 


Clarifying  Liquors. 

To  each  two  gallons  of  the  liquor  add 
150  grains  of  starch,  75  grains  of  dry 
egg-albumen,  and  75  grains  of  sugar  of 
milk  previously  macerated  in  a little 
water  until  the  two  last  ingredients  are 
dissolved.  The  liquors  clarified  by  this 
method  are  said  to  become  quite  bril- 
liant, and  to  acquire  a pleasant  taste. 

Ccmcnl  for  Leather. 

Sulphuret  of  carbon,  400  grs. ; chloro- 
form, 600  grs.;  gutta-percha,  250  grs.; 
essence  of  rosemary,  1 gr. ; spirit  of  soot, 
1 gr.  This  mixture  is  brought  to  the 
consistence  of  syrup.  It  preserves  leather 
as  well  as  joins  it  together. 


IIow  to  Cure  Burns. 

Use  a satm-ated  solution  of  bicarbonate 
of  sodium  for  the  relief  of  pain  in  superfi- 
cial burns;  dry  soda  promptly  applied  to  a 
surface  scalded  by  hot  water  will  afford 
quick  relief;  if  the  burned  surface  be  dry, 
wet  it  with  water  before  applying  the 
soda,  and  then  elevate  the  part,  so  that 
the  blood  will  not  by  its  weight  distend 
the  veins  and  press  upon  the  nerves  in 
the  burn  and  cause  pain  by  their  pressure. 
Cold  applications  and  elevated  position 
will,  in  the  absence  of  soda,  relieve  pain. 
Dress  with  white  of  egg  (albumen)  if  the 
surface  is  ruptured,  and  continue  the 
eleva  ted  posit  ion. 

If  suppuration  takes  place,  as  soon  as 
inflammation  subsides  cleanse  and  dry 
the  surface,  and  apply  the  white  juice  of 
Asclepias  syriaca,  and  keep  the  elevated 
position.

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metric  Prescriptions. 

In  putting  up  prescriptions  in  the 
metric  system,  throw  all  rules  for  con- 
version into  Troy  weight  to  the  dogs. 
Buy  a complete  set  of  metric  weights 
from  300  (or  500)  grams  to  5 milligrams 
(ordinary  “ fine”  scales  are  not  sensitive 
enough  for  one  milligram),  and  graduates 
(Whitall,  Tatum  & Co.  have  them)  with 
c.  c.  Cut  out  the  table  of  equivalents  of 
metric  and  Troy  weights  (from  Pharma- 
copoeia or  Stille-Maisch,  etc.),  and  paste  it 
to  one  of  the  uprights  of  your  prescription 
counter.  I suppose  you  are  fully  con- 
versant with  the  doses  in  grains,  well, 
calculate  the  dose  of  potent  medicines  in 
the  metric  prescriptions  you  get  (centi- 
gram, milligram,  c.  c.),  and  by  the  table 
find  their  equivalent  in  Troy  grains  or 
minims  ; you,  having  your  grain  doses  at 
your  fingers’  end,  know  now  whether 
the  dose  of  a metric  prescription  is  safe 
or  not  ; there  is  then  no  need  of  bother- 
ing your  head  with  learning  the  doses 
in  the  metric  system.  In  this  way,  you 
will  insensibly  get  well  acquainted  with 
the  metric  values.

Dissolve  6 drams  of  grape  sugar  (arti- 
ficial) in  4 ozs.  of  water;  put  in  a quart 
champagne  bottle;  rub  up  a quarter  of  a 
cake  of  Fleischmann’s  compressed  yeast 
with  .about  2 to  3 ounces  of  skimmed  milk. 
Put  the  two  together,  and  fill  up  the  bot- 
tle to  within  four  inches  of  the  mouth 
with  fresh  skimmed  milk.  Set  aside  at 
a temperature  of  50°  F.,  shaking  twice 
or  three  times  daily,  and  the  koumys 
will  be  ready  in  about  4 days.  At  6 to 
8 days,  it  will  be  quite  acid,  without 
curdling.  For  use,  it  should  be  drawn 
with  a champagne  tap.  Keep  it  in  the  ice 
chest  or  cool  place  laid  on  its  side.  It  is 
important  to  observe  strictly  the  temper- 
ature above  given.  In  the  winter,  it  will 
keep  foi  a week  or  two,  but  in  the  sum- 
mer it  spoils  quickly  if  not  kept  on  ice.

It  is  necessary  to  use  precipitated,  and 
not  the  natural  carbonate  of  baryta 
(Witherite),  because  the  latter  does  not 
dissolve  in  the  stomach.  The  mice,  for 
which  this  poison  is  a special  prepara- 
tion, go  at  the  pills  again,  even  if  previ- 
ously made  sick.

Poison  Ivy. 

A good  cure  is  said  to  be  to  bathe  the 
parts  in  a decoction  of  hemlock  boughs 
or  of  oak  leaves,  or  with  a teaspoonful  of 
copperas  (sulphate  of  iron)  in  a small 
teacupful  of  boiling  water;  or  rub  wet 
salt  on  the  affected  parts.  If  the  blisters 
are  broken,  one  application  of  nitre  will 
be  sufficient.

Its  fluidity  sometimes  causes  seri- 
ous accidents,  which  can  be  remedied 
by  solidifying  it  with  collodion — 2 parts 
of  collodion  to  3 parts  of  creasote.  The 
mass  thus  obtai  ned  is  plastic,  and  is  safely 
applied.  As  this  mixture  is  difficult  to 
dispense,  it  should  be  made  in  each  vial, 
separately. 


To  Keep  Essential  Oils. 

The  essential  oils  of  orange,  lemon,  etc., 
may  be  preserved  uninjured  by  long 
keeping,  by  adding  to  each  fluid  ounce  of 
the  oil  one  dram  each  of  distilled  water 
and  glycerin.  This  mixture  works  bet- 
ter as  a preservative  than  alcohol  or  any- 
thing else  I ever  tried.  I have  found  that 
alcohol  sometimes  fails.

Pyrophosphate  of  Iron  and 
Phosphoric  Acid. 

The  rapid  routine  of  pharmacy  is  very 
often  impeded  by  compounds  implying 
either  an  impossibility  or  a danger. 
While  pharmacists,  as  a rule,  avoid  the 
danger,  they  are  not  so  prone  to  yield 
to  the  seemingly  impossible,  but  rather 
attempt  to  surmount  it,  not  infrequently 
by  dubious  methods.  The  well-known 
combination  of  pyrophosphate  of  iron  and 
phosphoric  acid,  so  largely  prescribed, 
is  characterized  by  a bulky,  gelatinous, 
dingy  white  precipitate.  For  some  un- 
accountable reason,  the  opinion  widely 
prevails  that  this  mixture  should  be  clear 
and  transparent.  The  lack  of  limpidity 
is  considered  to  be  due  either  to  unskil- 
ful compounding  or  1o  the  employment  of 
an  ortho-acid  abundantly  contaminated 
by  the  vieta  form.  The  objection  to 
such  an  appearance  is  vastly  increased 
when  strychnine  is  one  of  the  components 
of  the  mixture.  Physicians  struggle 
against  this  turbidity,  on  the  assurance 
of  some  operators  that  it  should  not 
occur,  that  many  pharmacists,  with  more 
decision  than  ingenuity,  neutralize  the 
phosphoric  acid  with  alkalies,  whilst 
others  deliberately  add  stronger  acids,  in 
each  case  securing  the  desideratum.  It 
seems  not  to  have  occurred  to  them  that 
since  the  soluble  scaled  compound  is  a 
double  salt,  between  the  real  pyrophos- 
phate, which  is  insoluble,  and  citrate  of 
ammonium,  that  the  phosphoric  acid, 
in  decomposing  the  latter,  must  con- 
sequently reprecipitate  the  former.  This 
thought  should,  however,  have  suggested 
the  proper  remedy,  namely,  the  addition 
of  some  normal  citrate,  equivalent  to  the 
phosphoric  acid.  When,  for  instance, 
citrate  of  potassium,  which  is  the  most 
eligible  and  readiest,  is  employed  in 
the  proportion  of  one  dram  to  each 
fluid  ounce  of  the  diluted  phosphoric 
acid,  a mixture  of  acid  phosphate  of 
potassium  and  free  citric  acid  results 
which  does  not  affect  the  original  double 
pyrophosphate  salt.  This  expedient  is 
perfectly  legitimate,  and  produces  the 
desired  limpid  liquid.  Where  no  objec- 
tion is  entertained  against  the  precipitate, 
it  is  just  as  advisable  to  produce  it  in 
the  most  acceptable  form.  This  is  pro- 
perly accomplished  by  dissolving  the 
scale  salt  in  about  twice  its  weight  of 
water,  and  then  mixing  the  solution 
with  the  syrup  or  other  vehicle,  and 
lastly  adding  the  phosphoric  acid,  in 
which  the  strychnine  or  quinine  (should 
any  of  these  be  prescribed)  has  been  pre- 
viously dissolved  with  the  aid  of  heat  or 
the  preliminary  addition  of  a few  drops 
of  alcohol  in  the  case  of  strychnine.  The 
acid  mixture  will  float  above  the  other, 
and,  on  shaking  the  whole  quickly,  a very 
smooth  and  bulky  jelly  will  at  once  result.

Tlic  Preservation  of  Perfumes. 

It  is  a well-known  fact  that  exposure 
to  the  air  has  a deteriorating  influence 
on  them.  Oxidation  to  which  they  are 
prone,  changes  the  odors  by  converting 
the  oils  into  repulsive  resinized  and  dis- 
colored liquids.  The  exclusion  of  the  air 
would,  therefore,  seem  to  be  the  simple 
and  effective  remedy.  But  where  the 
packages  are  open,  and  in  course  of  con- 
sumption, this  remedy  is  inapplicable.  It 
was  suggested  that  a small  proportion  of 
alcohol  had  the  property  of  preserving 
oils  under  such  conditions.  Experience, 
however,  fails  to  confirm  the  fact.  If, 
however,  the  alcohol  is  so  far  aug- 
mented as  to  dissolve  the  oil,  the  case  is 
different,  and  a positive  protection  is 
secured.  Oils  of  the  citrine  class  are  espe- 
cially in  need  of  this  means  of  preserva- 
tion. Some  dealers,  however,  resort  to 
alcohol  as  a means  of  adulteration. 

A powerful  and  equally  subtle-agent  of 
impairment,  islight.  Exclusion  of  this  by 
the  intermediation  of  dark  apartments, 
of  course,  abates  its  injurious  tendency. 
But  where  handkerchief  extracts  and 
other  similar  goods  are  constantly  on 
the  counter,  this  method  cannot  be  used. 
Covered  bottles  and  receptacles  made  of 
colored  glass  have  been  resorted  to 
without  success.  It  is  even  believed 
that  no  injury  results  unless  direct 
sunlight  intervenes,  and  that  the  sum- 
mer sun  only  need  be  avoided.  This 
latter  view,  however,  is  erroneous,  since 
the  facts  are  exactly  the  reverse.  The 
diffused  light  of  winter,  by  reason  of 
its  increased  intensity,  renders  it  more 
promptly  and  effectively  deleterious  than 
the  direct  light  of  a summer  sun.  In 
summer,  the  action  of  diffused  light  is 
nearly  inappreciable,  since  the  chloro- 
phyll of  plants  and  the  floating  particles 
in  the  atmosphere  have  already  absorbed 
the  rays  that  are  especially  inimical  to 
perfumes.  A certain  amount  of  this  ab- 
sorption also  occurs  within  the  precincts 
of  the  shop  in  winter,  as  perfumes  and 
colognes  kept  in  the  rear  parts  of  the 
premises  are  generally  unaffected.  But 
most  toilet  articles  must  be  exhibited 
and  handled  in  the  very  front  of  the 
store,  and  hence  are  subjected  to  the 
greatest  exposure.  Such  devices  might 
have  been  successful  had  double-walled 
receptacles  made  of  different  kinds  of 
glass  having  complementary  colors  been 
employed,  where  all  the  light-giving  rays 
at  least  would  have  been  eliminated. 
There  is  no  reason,  however,  why  hand- 
some wooden  cases  entirely  inclosed  by 
wooden  doors  erected  in  the  fore  parts  of 
the  shops  should  not  offer  the  needed 
protection.

How  to  Cure  a Felon. 

Take  common  salt,  roast  it  on  a hot 
stove  until  all  the  chlorine  gas  is  thrown 
off,  or  it  is  as  dry  as  you  can  make  it. 
Take  a teaspoonful  of  it,  also  a tea- 
spoonful of  pulverized  Castile  soap,  and 
a teaspoonful  of  Venice  turpentine;  mix 
them  well  into  a poultice,  and  apply  to 
the  felon.  Renew  this  poultice  twice  a 
day.  In  four  or  five  days  the  felon  will, 
if  not  opened  before  your  poultice  is  first 
put  on,  present  a hole  down  to  the  bone, 
where  the  pent-up  matter  was  before 
your  poultice  brought  it  out.  If  the  felon 
has  been  cut  open,  or  opened  itself,  or  is 
about  to  take  off  the  finger  to  the  first 
joint,  no  matter ; put  on  your  poultice; 
it  will  stop  it  right  there,  and  in  time 
your  finger  will  get  well,  even  if  one  of 
the  first  bones  is  gone.  Of  course,  it  will 
not  restore  the  lost  bone,  but  it  will  get 
well  soon.  Try  it.

Fumigating  Paper. 

Pads  of  blotting-paper,  as  thick  as 
six  ordinary  blotters,  are  dipped  in  a 
hot,  saturated  solution  of  a mixture  of 
nitrate  and  chlorate  of  potash  and,  be- 
fore they  are  quite  dry,  sprinkled  with 
tincture  benzoin  compound.  Cut  into 
six-inch  squares,  and  bend  in  tent  form 
for  use. 

They  are  used  in  a closed  room  by  light- 
ing the  end,  on  a fire  shovel  or  piece  of 
metal.  It  burns  quickly,  giving  off  dense 
volumes  of  fumes,  giving  the  asthmatic 
almost  immediate  relief  and  sleep.  In 
cases  of  insomnia,  they  have  also  been 
used  with  good  effect,  after  other  reme- 
dies have  failed.

Rose  Bentifrice. 

Pharmacists  will  always  derive  a dou- 
ble advantage  from  the  sale  of  certain 
goods  of  their  own  make  when  these 
meet  the  taste  of  the  public.  Firstly, 
from  the  increased  business  directly 
resulting  from  the  demand  for  these  arti- 
cles, and  secondly,  from  the  increased 
business  generally  resulting  from  the 
gain  of  public  confidence.  The  greatest 
promoters  are  always  such  goods  as 
popular  discrimination  is  able  to  appre- 
ciate. They  are  mostly  toilet  goods, 
such  as  perfumes,  hair  oil,  cosmetics, 
etc.;  but  besides  these,  there  are  also 
numerous  other  articles  variously  con- 
nected with  the  business  that  exert  no 
less  important  influence.  A good  tooth 
powder  is  invariably  staple,  and  not  only 
commands  a constant  trade  in  itself,  but 
is  largely  conducive  to  the  sale  of  other 
articles.  The  pharmacist  should  be  able 
to  prepare  this  of  prime  quality  and  by 
an  expeditious  and  easy  method.  Al- 
though it  is  presumed  that  even  an  ordri- 
nary  operator  can  compound  a tooth 
powder  with  a given  number  of  ingredi- 
ents, an  observer  would  nevertheless  find 
that  among  a considerable  diversity  of 
manipulations,  the  best  method  does  not 
prevail  generally.  It  is  believed  that 
the  following  composition  and  process  is 
far  above  the  average: 

Prepared  chalk 3 h lbs.  av. 

Sugar  of  milk it  lbs.  av. 

Best  powd.  orris  root  ^ lb.  av. 

Carmine,  No.  40 40  grains. 

Oil  of  rose. . .20  H or  40  drops. 

Rub  the  chalk,  orris  root,  and  f lbs.  of 
the  sugar  of  milk  together  in  a capacious 
mortar,  and  pass  the  mixture  through  a 
No.  80  sieve.  Then  rub  up  the  carmine 
in  the  mortar,  and  gradually  add  to  it, 
whilst  rubbing,  the  remaining  lb.  of 
sugar  of  milk.  To  this  mixture  add  the 
oil  of  l’ose,  and  after  rubbing  all  well  to- 
gether, add  to  it  about  £ lb.  of  the  sifted 
mixture,  stir  this  well  together,  and  also 
•pass  it  through  the  sieve.  Finally,  re- 
turn all  the  sifted  powder  into  the  mor- 
tar and  thoroughly  mix  the  whole  of  it.
